Tbe men threw tbemsclve* upon the ground 
with tbtir feet to the lire, aud auc-n all 
except tbe pickets and sentinelA for wb<m 
Dotiaitbslsnding their fstigUA there was no 
rest, were buried in sleep. klesnuhiie the 
cavalry bad pushed on below Bicon Crerk, 
alm’jst within tbe enemy's pickets, and .stopped 
for a few hours' rest. Gen. llcusaeaii had gone 
forward with them, and made bis I>ad for an hour 
in s hue stack. He cent back a cuurier with in- 
strucUuoe tu govern the mm-ements of the Le- 
gion. At two o'clock tb* call tu arm.s was beaten, 
and in s twinkling tba I.egioii wi s under arm:
